Ir is difficult, if not impossible, within | 
tho iimits of a single article to treat 
fully upon any subject of importance, 
and it is generally necessary to confine | 
our remarks to’ one particular viow 
of a case, There is nothing which 








presents greater difficulties thau the 





question of native Guilds, and for an 
obvious reason. It way well bo that 
the general effect of the Guilds is to 
act in restraint of trade, and yet it 
may be to the advantage of ench indi- 
vidual trader toncknowledge their oxist- 
euce aud to conform to their regulations, 
It is not to be expected that anyone 
will take a course which will abolish 
some distressing burden upon business 
in general, but will at the same time 
abolish his own private business in 
particular, and there may be strong 
arguments in favour of the merchant 
acquiescing in decisions of the Guilds, 
while there may be strong arguments 
in favour of the Minister doiug all that 
he oan to suppress them. ‘The letter of 
the Chamber of Commerce to the Tea 
Guild, published in our issue of the 
20th inst. forcibly illustrates these 
remarks. In it the Chamber of Com. 
merce professes to be treating with 
a body somewhat similarly constituted 
to itself. The Chamber, or the Chair. 
man in the name of the Chamber, pro- 
poses to declare certain conditions of 
tea contracts ns the custom of the port. 
Tuto the question of how far a declara- 
tion by the Chamber of Commeres goes 
to establish a custom in the legal sense 
of the term we need not enter; that it 
would have a groat effect in establish. 
ing an actual oustom is undoubted, but 
the Chamber certainly never intended 
to bring any direct pressure upon 
its members, still less upon non- 
members to compel them to abide by 
its rulea, aud quite properly, iu refor- 

z to the suggested action of the 
Guild, they ask that it should “use ite 
influence” to enable the injured party 
to obtnin redress. 

Everyone, however, who has the 
very slightest knowledgo of mavnors 
aud customs in the East knows that the 
expression, “uso its influence,” when 
applied to the Tea Guild or to any 
other Guild, meaus something vory 
different from the same expression 
applied to the Chamber of Commerce. 
Applied to tho last-named body, the 
natural interpretation of the words 
fairly conveys the idea to anyone who 
has a tolerable kuowledge of the 
English Iavguage, Applied to the Tea 
Guild, it means that if the rule in 
question were decided on, no one, either 
foreigner or native, either member or 
non-member, would be allowed to 
transact business on any other terms. 

Tt is this prompt and decided action 
on the part of every Guild, so eminently 
advantageous aud convenient when the 
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rules are just, so troublesome and 
hurtfal whén they are unfair, and so 
absolutely despotic in every case, which 
coustitutes its great recommendation 
in the eyes of every Chinaman, aud 
its great drawback in tho eyes of 
every admirer of free trade. We fear 
the day has not arrived when the 
Guilds can be abolished. Tho arbitrary 
and despotic action of the Guilds is 
better than an utter absence of all 
rule, and in the present state of the 
law Courts of China, appeal to them 
is useless in ordinary cases, but the 


existence of these Guilds is a sign of | G, 





a low state of civilisation, and no effort 
of the authorities should be spared to 
lesson their power, or rather to replace 
it by something better. 

Whenever we have Courts to which 
we cau appeal with some reasonable 
hope of justice, the Guilds will full 
from their present proud position, 
They will not necessarily disappear 
altogether, ‘l'here are many matters 
of which they oan take cognisance, and 
whioh they oan regulate better than 
the Courts; and they will cease to be 
misobiovous when there is a strong 
power in the background to which 
reference can made in case of injustice. 

It is nob given to everyone, nob 
even to every statesman, to distinguish 
clearly between causo and effect in 
social or political matters, and we do not 
wish to dogmatise on the subject of how 
far the Courts could be strengthened 
‘by crashing the Guilds, and bow 
far the Guilds could be crushed by 
strengthening the Courts, but the two 
will go hand-in-hand. There are 
doubtless objectionable characteristics 
of the Chinese Courts with which these 
powerful corporations of traders lave 
nothing to do. ‘There is the notorious 
corruption of the officials, a fault which 
luckily is non-existent with us, and 
there is the unconscionable delay, which 
unfortunately has its parallel elsewhere, 
but thero is the undoubted fact that if 
a foreign meroliaut gots into a dispute 
on which o native Guild holds an 
opposite opinion, nine times out of ten 
the wisest course is to compromise the 
matter as quickly as possible. ‘T'be 
Guild, in fact, by its superior power 
dwarfs the Courts into insignifien 
aud any diminution of its influence 
would add to the Courts’ diguity. 

While then wo admit the expedioncy 
of recoguising the existence of the 
Guilds aud of carrying on negotiations 
with them relative to the alteration and 
improvement of their rales aud prne- 
tives, we look upon them, as at present 
coustituted, as being most pernicious to 
trade asa whole, and will bail with 
satisfaction any measures which will 
rob them of their power or will some- 
what regulate their exercise of it.

Wo hear that the dogreo of D.D. has 
n conferred on the Rey.

‘The degree was presented by the 
Public Orator in a Latin speech. In present- 
ing the Bishop, the Orator referred to the 
Bishop’s education at the Charterhouse and 
Jesus College, and to the fact that he was 
the great-grandson of ‘Thomas Scott, the 
commentator, and nephew of Dr. Perry, 
the first Bishop of Melbourne. Allusion 
was also mado to the Bishop's labours 
during the last six years as a missionary, 
and to the arduous expedition recently 
undertaken Ly him for the purpose of 
distributing relief to the famine-stricken 
population of the interior of North China. 

Certain parts of the evidence given at the 
British Consulate on the morning of the 
22nd, at the enquiry instituted by Mr. R. A. 
Mowat, H.MI.'s Coroner, into the circum- 
stances attending the death of a European 
quartermaster, who was found dead in a 
tavern the previous day, are worthy of the 
attention of the two Municipal Councils of 
Shanghai, in whose hands rests the power 
of licensing places where intoxicating 
liquors are suld. The evidence will be 
found fully reported elsewhere, and it is 
what was said by the three vendors of 


tae 


























liquor that deserves special notice as 
showing the manner in which they 
carry on their business. The proprie- 
tor of one saloon voluntarily states that 
three men entered his place “very drunk 
indeed,” so drunk, in fact, that he says 
he refused to serve them, but “while 
he was refusing” his barman came in 
and forthwith, without any remonstrance, 
supplied the desired beverages. The 
landlord told Mr. Mowat, apparently with 
considerable satisfaction, that he never 
sold drink himself, but left all that to 
the barman. The barman himself anid, 
“Talways ask men what they want, and 
whatever they ask for, I give it them.” 
This statement requires no comment. 
The third liquor seller said sho had sold 
seven drinks of neat spirit to the deceased; 
if men wanted drink she must sell it; she 
got her living in that way. Without any 
further remarks, we think that, however 
diverse opinious may be on the subject of 
the regulation of the sale of intoxicating 
liquors, all right thinking mon will agree 
in believing that if drink must be sold to 
sailors, such persons as these witnesses aro 
cortainly not the most suitable people that 
could be found. 

Several foreigners were out skating yos- 
terday morning on the Hongkew ice-ponds, 
‘The pond behind the Cricketers’ pavilion 
on the Race Course would also boar, but the 
ice was rather rough, 

The election of Chief and District 
Enginoors for the Shanghai Fire Dopart- 
ment for the ensuing year has resulted as 
follows :—Mr. C.J. Ashley, Chiof Enginoor; 
Mr, G. Rohl, District No. 1, Hongkew 
Settlement; Mr. B. A. Clarke, District 
No, 2, English Settlement; Mr. CO. 
Minck, District No. 3, Fronch Settlement. 

At a meeting of the Directors of the 
China Shipowners’ Association, hold on 
Tuesday afternoon at the offices of the 
General Agents, Messrs, Morris & Co., it 
was decided to declare an interim dividend 
of Tis. 6 per share for the period ending 
the Slst inst. The last dividend of o 
similar amount was declared on the 2ud of 
October. 

Sliortly before one o’clock on Friday 
morning a firo broke out among the stacks 
of fodder in a native farm-yard situated in 
a field behind the C.MLS.N. Co.'s Lowor 
Wharf at Hongkew. There wore supposed 
to be 28 animals in it when the fire com- 
monced, and at least three of these were 
burnt to death. The Fire Brigades turned 
out promptly, but were unable to rendor 
any assistance. 

At the French Mixed Court on Tuesday 
sentence was passed on the two Chinese 
‘workmen who assaulted a French merchant 
named Baux in the city about ten days 
ago under circumstances that we have 
fully reported in our columns, The men 
in question were ordered to receive 500 
blows each, and to wear the cangue for 
threo months. Tho shopkeeper, whose 
wife, it appears, incited these men to 
attack the Frenchman, was fined Tle. 50, 
which sum is to be paid to Mr. Baux to 
defray his medical expenses. We aro 
informed that the wound inflicted on 
his head is healing, aud that his general 
health is progressing favourably. 
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‘A singular carriage accident occurred 
in the Settlement on Sunday afternoon. 
‘A Chinaman was driving a pair of ponies 
harnessed to a phaston containing four 
foreigners, and while crossing the Garden 
Bridge the ponies took fright and bolted. 
‘A foreign constable, at considerable risk, 
seized the reins and brought them to a 
stand-still opposite the Margary monument, 
and he cut one of the ponies loose from the 
vehicle. Another foreigner caught hold of 
the other pony, which again became restive 
and tried to bolt up the Bund, but the 
foreigner swerved him round towards the 
Public Garden. When nearing the fence, 
the pony gave a plunge and jumped with 
his fore-feet over the railings, the spike 
of one of which entered his chest 
toadepth of four or five inches, In this 
position he remained for fully teu minutes, 
blood streaming from the wound all the 
time, when ho gave a leap and freed him- 
self, but he was then so weak that he was 
taken home without difficulty, ‘The dash- 
board of the phaeton was smashed to 
pieces,| and the vehicle was otherwiso 
damaged. The mafoo was thrown back- 
wards from his seat when the pony made 
tho jump at tho rails, but as he fell on the 
kmoes of his passengers he received no 
injury. Tho four foreigners also oscaped 
unhurt. 

‘There was a fair muster of Voluntoors at 
the funeral of Corporal Rodgers, $.V.C., on 
tho 25th inst, ‘The cortége left the General 
Hospital about 3.30 p.m., in the following 
order ; firing party of ton men in chargo of 
Sub-Liout, Lanning in advanes, followed 
by the Town Band; the Artillery with a 
gun-carriage, on which the corpse was 
borne, and in rear the remaining contin- 
gent of No. 2 Company, under command 
of Captain Harvie. The Cometery was 
reuched at4 p.m,, where a short but touch- 
ing address was givon, aud the service was 
impressively read by the Rev. Wm. Muir- 
head, after which the usual three volleys 
of blank cartridg wore fired over the gravo. 
The respect in which the decoased was held 
was shown by the presence of a number 
of friends not belonging to the Corps, his 
most intimate associates in it acting as 
pall-bearers, 

With the approaching end of tho year 
1880, comes the Ladies’ Directory or Red 
Book for Shanghai, for 1881, which is 
now being circulated from our oftice.

In connection with the Christmas celebra- 
tions, it is gratifying to find that the 
children in the Settlement have not been 
neglected. On Christmas Day those 
attending the school attached to the 
Church of Our Saviour, Hongker, to the 
number of about forty, were entertained 
at the Temperance Hall. They assembled 
about half-past two o'clocs, and after 
various games, an artistically arranged 
Christmas Tree was disclosed to view, the 
gifts on which were distributed by Mr. 
C. P. Blethen, in the assumed character of 
Santa Claus. Other yames were then 
indulged in, and after a merry afternoon's 
enjoyment the little folks separated about 
five o'clock. 

On Tuesilay afternoon the teachers and 
scholars of the Union Chapel Sunday 
School had a tea and a Christmas ‘Tree 
at the Temperance Hall, many friends 
being also invited to be present, Over a 
hundred children sat down to tea at 
four o'clock. After the table had been 
removed, two or three hymns were 
sung by the children very creditably, and 
about an hour and a half was spent in 
games of different kinds, which appeared 
to afford as much gratification to the 
numerous on-lookers as to the young folks 
who actually took part in them. A little 
bofore seven o'clock a number of hand- 
some gift books and other preseuts were 
distributed from a Christmas tree. Two 
more hymns followed the distribution, 
aud the proceedings terminated shortly 
after. Great credit was due to all who 
had beon instrumental in arranging sv 
successful a treat, and the eneryetic 
young Indy on whom devolved what 
may be termed tho financing of the affair 
must haye been especially gratified at the 
pleasure which had beon afforded to so 
many largely thorough her exertioi 

‘The members of the Juvenile Temple, 
Star of Hope Lodge, L0.G.7., had a treat 
at the Temperance Hall on Friday, During 
the afternoon some twenty children enjoyed 
themselves with various gaines, and at four 
o'clock they sat down to discuss a tempting 
array of good things. Several friends 
were present, besides some of the mem- 
bers of the Lodge in connection with 
which the Temple was established. After 
tea, the Rev. J. M. W. Farnham D.D., 
made a short address, and the District 
Deputy of the Order in China spoke a 
few words expressing tho satisfaction and 
pleasure that had been derived by all from 
tho afternoon's proceedings. On the pl 
form, threo tables wore covered with 
presents for the children. After these had 
been distributed, all went home, having 
spent a very pleasant afternoon. 

OuTuesday evening the Hongkow Sailor's 
Rest was opened in the premises occupied 
by the firm of Messrs. W, $. Ewon & Co., 
at the corner of Minghong Road and 
Broadway, Hongkew, Invitations had 
been sent to many of the officers of the 
men-of-war in the harbonr to be present, 
and several letters had been received from 
tem oxpressing sympathy with the pro- 
moters of the enterprise, and regretting 
their inability to attend. Tho Rest is 
established, we understand, under the 
auspices of the Shanghai Shore Brauch of 


























the Royal Naval Temperance League, and 
‘Mr. Cranston, the agent of the League 
here, presided last evening. The room was 
very tastefully decorated, and presented 
a very comfortable appearance, A capital 
supper was served to some thirty mon 
from different men-of-war, and after a 
suitable address by Mr. Cranston, the 
evening was devoted to recitations, songs, 
&e., by different members of the League. 

H.ML’s corvette Comus, Captain J. W. 
East, arrived at Hongkong from Kobe on 
the 18th inst. 

The United States frigate Ticonderoga, 
Captain Cromwell, arrived at San Francisco 
on the 7th ultimo from China and Japan, 
vid Honolulu. 

‘Tho Foochow Herald makes the announce- 
ment that the German barque Walter 
Siegfried, of Hamburg, has been purchased. 
by Mr. Nils Méller for the sum of $13,000. 

About nine o'clock on Friday morning, 
fire was discovered in tho galley of tho 
M.B. Co,’s steamer Hiroshima Maru, lying 
at the Company's Wharf. It was speedily 
extinguished by water from the ship’s hose 
and little damage was done, 

The O.N. Co.’s steamer Tunsin, which 
has been in the hands of Messrs. Boyd 
& Co. for a general overhaul and repair, 
had a satisfactory trial trip on Friday 
afternoon, She is now running to Ningpo 
again. 

We seo by the Home papers that it is 
stated the total cxpouses of the Nordon- 
skjold expedition with the Vega amount, in 
around sum, to 400,000 crowns, or about 
£25,000, of which the King of Sweden, 
the Russian banker, M, Sibiriakoff, and 
Mr. Dickson, have each paid about £7,000, 
the balance having been paid by tho 
Swedish Exchequer. M. Nordenskjold is 
engaged in writing the history of his dis- 
covery, which will be published simul- 
taneously in England, France, Russia, Italy 
and Germany. 

The Sikh, a handsome screw steamer of 
about 2,400 tons, built to the order of 
‘Messrs. Gellatly, Hankey, Sewell, and Co., 
of London and Liverpool, for their line of 
steamers trading between London and the 
Far East, was launched on the 6th Nov., 
by Messrs. Aitken and Mansel, Whiteinch, 
on the Clyde, ‘This vessel is sister-ship to 
the Afghan. built by Messrs. Aitken and 
‘Mansel for tho same owners Inst yeat. Tho 
ongines, of 300-horse power nominal, will 
be fitted by Messrs. James Howden and 
Co., Glasgow. 

The Montyomeryshire, a screw steamer, 
built to the order of Mr. D. J. Jenkins, 
MLP., and intended to form one of his line 
of steamers to China, has been launched 
by Messrs. Raylton, Dixon, and Co., 
Hartlepool. The Montgomeryshire is a 
vessel of about 2,800 tons dead weight 
capacity, and is 280 feet long, 35 foot 6 
inches beam, and 24 feet 6 inches depth of 
hold. She will be fitted with passenger 
accommodation in atull poop. Her engines, 
of 180-horse power nominal, will be supplied 
by Messrs. Thomas Richardson and Sons,” 
Hartlepool. 

A grave difticulty has arisen in regard to 
the Russian Imperial yacht Lieadia, a vessel 
which has created a world-wide interest, 
from the peculiarity of her model and the 
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Tuxuriousness of her internal fittings. 
Advices from Ferrol, according to Home 
papers, state that she was leaking to such 
an extent that the steam pumps could sot 
keep the water under, and that her shape 
and size prevented her being docked. The 
remedy for the disaster seemed difficult and 
doubtful. Science would in this instance 
appear to have eclipsed itself, or rather it 
‘has gone so far that being specially applied 
to construct a vessel different to any other 
afloat, the want of foresight in its applica- 
tion has apparently created the necessity for 
1 further expenditure of capital in making 
a dock for her special accommodation. 

A Court-martial has been opened on 
board tho Victor Emanuel at Hongkong to 
try Captain Cleveland, Staff-Commander 
James, and Lieut. Clarke on the charge 
“that they did, on the 30th of July, negli- 
gontly or by default, strand Her Majesty’s 
Ship Iron Duke on a reef off the island of 
Okisiri.” ‘The Qourt was composed as 
follows :—Commodore Smith, President ; 
Captain Cuming, Curagou; Captain East, 
Comus; Captain Meade, Modeste; Com- 
mander Grove, Lily; Mr. Wright, Com- 
modore’s Secrotary, Judge Advocate, Vice- 
Adiniral Coote, O.B. and several of the 
officers and crew of the Iron Duke were 
examined, and their evidence is fully 
reported in our Hongkong contemporaries. 
After sitting for three days, the Court 
gave the following decision :—‘‘The 
Court is of opinion that the charge is 
proved against the said Captain Cleveland, 
Staff-Commander James, and Lieutenant 
Clarke, inasmuch as the course steered is 
not a safo one considering the uncertainty 
of the tides and the known dangers south 
of Okisiri; that the instructions concern- 
ing heaving of tho deep-sea lead have not 
sufficiently attended to, as well as 
the non-attondance on deck at an earlier 
period of tho Captain and the Stafl-Com- 
mander ; that on the discovery of the fact 
made by the officer of the watch that the 
ship was out of her position, he did not 
send at once calling the Captain, aud that 
the speed was not reduced and more 
docided efforts made to got soundings. 
And the Court therefore decides that the 
said Captain Cleveland be reprimanded and 
admonished to be more careful in future ; 
that the said Staff Commander be severely 
reprimanded and admonished to be more 
careful in future ; and that the said Lieut. 
Clarke be reprimanded aud admonished to 
be more careful in future.” Sontenced 
accordingly. 

On the 1st of October last, a message of 
sixty-nine words was forwarded by the 
Governor of Victoria announcing the open- 
ing of the Melbourne Exhibition on that 
day. The message was despatched from 
‘Melbourne at 1 p.m., and reached London 
at 3.43 a.m. on the same day, or nine hours 
seventeen minutes before the hour of its 
despatch. Allowing, however, for the differ- 
ence of time between the two cities, it occu- 
pied only twenty-three minutes in transit. 
‘The route of the messago was over the lines 
of the Victorian and South Australian 
Colonies, the cables of the Eastern Exten- 
sion, Australasia, and China Telegraph 
Company, the lines of the Indian Govern- 
ment, the cables of the Eastern ‘Telegraph 
Company, and the lines of the Egyptian 


























and French Governments, and the rapidity 
of its transmission shows the harmony with 
which these various administrations work 
together. ‘The total distance traversed was 
13,398 miles. 

Some of the Chinese in Java amass great 
wealth. The Straits Times says that Kow 
Cheng Choan, an ex-Chinese Lieutenant of 
Batavia, who died recently, left ten 
millions of guilders to his 23 children, 
while Kow Chong Po, brother of the 
deceased, is even richer, having fifteen 
millions of guilders and 36 children. The 
number of his wives is not stated. 

A telegram from St. Petersbnrg, dated 
the 2nd December, says :—“'The negotia- 
tions which have been entered on respect- 
ing Kuldja have failed to remove the 
difficulty in connection therewith, and 
further concessions will be necessary either 
on the part of Russia or China in order to 
ensure a peaceful settlement of the question 
at issue.” This confirms the news sent by 
Renter from London on the 4th December. 

A telegram has been received at St. 
Petersburg, dated from Urga, the Ist Nov., 
stating that during the spring and summer 
of this year Colonel Projevalsky surveyed 
apart of the basin of the Upper Khuan 
Khei and the late Khuk Hunor. He also 
passed through Alashan, in the centre of 
the Gobi Desert, to Urga. Colonel Preje- 
valsky states that during the expedition he 
traversed a distance of 2,700 versts, and 
that he has succeeded in obtaining valuable 
scientific results, 

The Russians appear to be taking a 
fatherly interest in Japan just at present, 
which, judging from the result of similar 
Kindness in other countries, may well 
excite the apprehension of Japanese states- 
men, more especially when they call to 
mind the Saghalien juggle. Not content 
with providing what are for Russia enor- 
mous sums of money to carry on an active 
propaganda, they now contemplate extend- 
ing their generosity so far as to build an 
almshouse in Tokio. The Echo du Japon 
states:—The Choya Shimbun mentions 
that the Archimandrite Nicolai, head of 
the mission to Japan of the Greek Church, 
in conjunction with several Russian re 
dents of Tokio and Yokohama, proposes to 
raise a sum of three million yen to build 
an asylum in Tokio for the reception of 
destitute persons. When the money is 
collected or arranged for, application will 
be made to the authorities for permission 
to commence building operations.” 

Tso Tsung-tang, the conqueror of the 
Taipings and of the rebels of Turkestan, 
Commander-in-chief of all the troops on 
both sides of the Great Wall, seems to be 
aaort of Chinese Bismarck, with differences. 
So wo infer from the account given of an 
interview with him by the Austrian Count 
Széchényi, who, it may be remembered, 
was foiled in his attempt to enter Thibet 
about the same time as Prejevalsky. Tso 
he describes as a small, fat, jovial fellow 
of sixty-seven years; his features are 
coarse, but his small eyes sparkle with 
malice, and are never still. He is the son 
of poor parents, and has risen solely by 
merit. He knows the extent of his 
authority and brooks no contradiction. 
‘This in China is the secret of maintaining 


















oneself in a high position. iendship, 
esteem, confidence, are useless and even 
hurtful sentiments. Yet Tso has the 
reputation of being honest and upright ; 
he has the command of large sums of 
money, but saves uothing. He lives 
in the greatest simplicity; his clothes 
are old and worn, He employs his large 
salary in buying Krupp guns for his 
country. But he is cruelly severe, even 
ferocious. He is married, but hates women; 
he sent his wife home to her parents long 
ago. He watches the conduct of his soldiers 
with extreme rigour, and has interdicted 
their using opium under the severest 
penalties. His executioner is always within 
call. Speaking of arms, ho declared that 
those of German manufacture are the best, 
English and American guns being very bad. 
Ho showed a needle-gun, manufactured 
at Sou-Ichou arsenal, which Széchényi 
declared was very satisfactory. An account 
by another writer states that in reforming 
abuses “he drives like Jehu,” and that the 
poople not only fear but honour him. He 
is evidently bent on stamping out opium, 
—Pall Mall Budget. 
Writing on the Shanghai Waterworks 
ny, the L. and O. Express states that 
an impression was prevailing in London, 
caused mostly by a notice given of the 
Company by The Times, “that the divi- 
dends to be earned are not to exceed eight 
per cent. per annum, Asa fact, however, 
the Company is not limited to that amount 
of profit, as the Municipal Council of the 
so-called Northern Settlements make it a 
condition (to take effect five years after the 
completion of the works), that, should the 
profits derived from their Sottlemonts 
exceed eight por cent., the surplus is to be 
returned pro rata to the consumers, How- 
ever, this limitation does not in any way 
apply to the revenue derivable from the 
French oucession, shipping, manufac- 
turers, or the Chit city, which valuable 
sources of income are open to the Company's 
operations without any restriction what- 
ever, and which are estimiated in tho 
aggregate to fully equal, if not exceed, 
the probable returns from the so-called 
Northern Settlement. The Council have 
engaged to pay the Company for a 
supply of water in these Settlements for 
public purposes Tis. 8,000 per annum, 
and it would seem permission has been 
obtained from the French Municipal 
Council to carry on the Company's opera- 
tions in their Goncession, and the Company 
are now in treaty for a supply of water for 
Municipal requirements in that Concession. 
With these two sums assured, the Company 
are to be congratulated on having so far 
secured a large proportion of the working 
expenses. As the capital will only be called 
up as the works progress, running over 
about two years, and, considering that tho 
Company’s operations will commence in 
Hongkew and the shipping in about one 
year, or long before the whole works are 
‘complete, investors will not have to lay out 
of their money and wait returns more than 
areasonable time. The other Settlements 
rill be supplied, section by section, as 
quickly as the pipes can be laid.”

observed of all tho auvual festivals 
which are regarded among northern 
civilisations. Coming as it does, early 
in the winter, when the frost stops 
agricultural operations, and the farmer, 
who is the foundation-etone of sosiety, 
can enjoy his long eveuing by the fire- 
side with no compunetions twinges for 
work neglected, it falls in the Northern 
Homisphere at tho most convenient 
season for a holiday and a quiet review 
of the work of the year. In the early 








days of agriculture aud commerce the- 


farmer put by bis plough, and the 
shipman drow up his veasol on the shore, 
as soon as the frosts and gales that 
followed the shortest day drove him to 
suspend bis labours. ‘Traffic iuland was 
stopped by the snow, and the boys who 
had taken to a town lifo were free to 
join the family party in the village 
home, and hence arose the re-uniou of 
families round the Christmas fire, which 
is the distinguishing characteristic 
of our winter festival, ‘The Church, 
never missing such an opportunity, 
connected tho existing fenst with the 
birthday of Our Savionr, and gave it a 
sonotity which it is not likely to lose 
as long as human nature remains 
what it is, A time may come when 
tho political economists eball abolish 
soutimeut as a spring of action in 
humanity, and old associations #hull be 
outweighed by a day's wages, so that 
only the idle and worthless shall take 
holidays at all, but that timo is still fur 
distant. 

In Shanghai wo do our best, well 
seconded by nature, to realise the 
English Christmas, Wo cannot indeod 
constitute the family gatherings which 
aro tho charm of the Home fos 
for though love and desiro travel fastor 
than oleotricity, time nnd space are not 
yot annihilated for our physical selves. 
Tt is only mentally that wo cnn join 
the loved circle, mark the changes 
that a year bas brought, see how 
the lines are deopening round the eyes 
of one, how the hair of another is 
getting more silvored, remember how 
ono who was with us Inst year las 
now become the chief poiut in a cirole 
of her own, or recal with lowered voice 
how another bas gone for ever and left 
an irremediable void. Faith, almost 
banished from a practical world, is 
heard at Christmas timo when sho 
whispers to us that the old folks at 
Home are thinking of usas we of them, 
aud hoping that another year will see 
the loved round complete. Bat for all 
bat this, we might be in England 
today. Our Cathedral is as carefully 
and lovingly decoated with holly and 
Inarel, though another climate allows 
us more flowers than will brighten 
English churches to-day. Our boards 
this evening will he as plentifully 
spread with the national roust-beof and 
plum pudding, turkey and mince-pie. 
For the last few days we have been 











assidaonsly frequouting shops heaped 
with temptation; we have been writing 
little notes and tying up mysterious 
parcels that Sauta Claus has been as 
busy distributing this morning. ‘The 
baskels of game and poultry which 
drive railway porters distracted in 
England are represented here by 
the shivering turkeys, wouderiug what 
unremembered sin has driven them from 
the sunny south to these arotic 
latitudes : by the patient sheep driven 
into the compound with red paper 
decorations, and by the little tubs of 
Fychow dates, which never appear 
except at Christmas-time, and seem to 
be grown and dried specially for Christ- 
mas presouts. We have fortunately 
few destitnte foreign poor, but none 
that there aro need want a moal to-day, 
for should private charity fail, which 
it rarely does, the Municipality mny be 
relied on to step in and give a Chiist- 
mas dinuer to the poorest. Christmas 
bills, alas, flourish and abound wherever 
the white man pnts his foot, aud if 
we have no Christmns pantomime to 
open to-morrow, our winter opera 
season begins before the year is out. 

There are people who recommend 
theie friends, and sometimes their 
enemies, to emigrate to Aastralin or 
New Zealand or some other barbarous 
portion of the Southern Hemisphere’; 
bat the beedless emigraut can surely 
uever have considered what a killing 
blow to his feelings it must be to havo 
Christmas in the middle of summer, 
No frost, no snow, no merry circle 
round the fire, No Father Christmas 
with icicles hanging from his beard, uo 
robin tapping at the closed wiudow for 
crumbs, no closed window for him to tap 
at, No ghost stories, for ghosts wantlong 
nights to walk in, uo holly, no mistle- 
toe, Pevple at Home wonder that the 
Australian Covlonies have instituted 
protective duties against our products ; 
they forget that any torgetfaluess of 
Home may be expected of a people who 
have no Christmas, 

There are some among us who are 
sufficiently insensible to the charms of 
this happy time to go up-couutry in 
house-boats at Christmas. If they 
prefer the accommodation offered by a 
boat. to the solid comforts of their own 
house, we pity them. If it is the desire 
of killing things that urges them, we 
can ouly reprobate frame of mind 
that. would wilfully seatter sorrow aud 
death among their fellow-creatures at 
this festive sensou, If they are shoot- 
ing for the pot, game is so’cheap in the 
markets that economy can give them 
no excnse, If it is au unsociable desire 
to be for a time rid of the company of 
their kind, let them go, for Christmas 
is for those who can enjoy the social 
health aud the recollections evolved of 
home delights. 

‘Yo those who read our columns to-day, 
and indeed to all our readers, wherever 
scattered, we hope that they have liad 
a Merry Christmas aud that they will 
bave a Happy New Year, and very 
many of them ! 











JOHNSON v. DRUMMOND. 
Tas case demands some notice at our 
hands, seeing how large a portion of the 
community comes to Shanghai and 
remains here under vonditions of agree: 
ments such as that which was under the 
Jury’s consideration during this trial. 
‘The case was so fally reported in our 
coluins that the barest recapitulation 
of the facts will suffice. The plaintiff 
sued the defendant for damages suffered 
by him in consequence of wrongfal 
dismissal. The defendant is lessee of 
our evening contemporary the Shanghai 
Courier, and had asked his agonts in 
Loudon to engage him a reporter’ to 
join the staff of that journal. Tho 
agents engaged the plaintiff, and bound 
him by an agreement among othor 
things to devote his whols time to the 
defendant's service. Tho plaintiff 
arrived here and so fulfilled his duties 
as a reporter that the defendant 
offered him the acting editorship at 
an increased salary. Meanwhile, tho 
dofendant discovered that the plaintiff 
had been making arrangements to 
supply correspondence and telegrams 
ton London newspaper, the Standard ; 
he did not, however, mention th 
matter at once to the plaintiff, nov did 
he dismiss him at once; but he con. 
tinued him in his employment while 
he was getting out another editor. from 
England, and then dismissed him, 
The plaintiff then sued him on the 
ground of wrongful dismissal, 

‘Taking the agreement, without con- 
sidering what was in the minds of ‘the 
parties at the time it was made, there 
can ba uo question that the plaintiff 
was technically wrong in opening up 
conuections with other newspapers, 
He was bound to give his whole 
time to bis employer's service: and 
thongh this provision could hardly 
disqualify him from pursuing some 
other occupation in his leisure hours, 
the defeudant contended that as corre- 
spondent of a Home papor, the plaintiff 
might be induced to keep for that home 
paper information or news which he 
should at once insert in the local 
journal, or his letters might be so 
valuable that people at home, anxious 
for news from China, might be content 
with that they found in his letters in 
the Standard and cease to seck it in 
the weekly edition of the Courier, 80 
that the circulation of that paper would 
beinjared. It might be argued too that 
a person engaged on the staff of a 
newspaper should devote his whole 
literary powers to that paper, and 
should take care that the reoreations 
or employments of his leisure hours 
should take a non-literary channel, 
Minor causes for the plaintiff's dis- 
missal were mentioned, such as his 
disagreements with the manager of the 
newspaper, aud his occasional indisposi- 
tion to revise proofs or report sporting 
events, but the point relied on as justify- 
ing his dismissal was his entering into 
correspondence with the Standard with. 
out his employer's knowledge or con- 
sent; in fact that he had done so was 
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only known through a telegram from 
the Standard accepting the plaintiff's 
proposition couting into the defendant's 
hands, when the plaintiff advised the 
defendant, who was said to contemplate 
corresponding himself, to have nothing 
to do with the matter. 

The plaintif’s chief argument was 
that journalists all over the world are 
in the habit of writing letters to out- 
sido nowspapers, The weight of evi- 
dence laid before the Jury was certainly 
in his favour. In so remote a corner 
of the world as this, there is nob much 
expert evidence to be collected, but the 
majority of the available witnesses 
were certainly in the plaintiff's favour, 
The plaintiff, too, asserted that this 
being the custom of the profession it 
should be allowed to him, as it was not 
specifically forbidden in his agreement, 
and his position that the agreement 
should be constraed liberally as regards 
the employé commended itself naturally 
to a Jury consisting principally of 
employés, as any Jury in Shanghai 
probably willdo. Ho contended that if 
the writing of letters to a Home paper 
were likely to injare the circulation at 
Homo of the defendaut’s weekly journal, 
the defendant would ueverlinve proposed 
to write such letters himself; rather, 
he said, it would be a good adxertiso- 
mont for the Celestial Empire, as he 
could manage to introduce its namo 
and rofer to it approvingly in his letters. 
But the strongest point in his fayour, 
and the one which no doubt confirmed 
the jury in his favonr, was that on the 
very day when the dofendaut had tele- 
graphed to his agents in London to 
seo tho managor of tho Standard and 
inform them that the plaintiff was 
forbidden to write lettors to him, he, 
the defendant, bad offered the plaix 
the post of editor at an augmented 
salary, This damaging statoment the 
dofondant explained away by stating 
that ho bad only telegraphic informa. 
tion on which he could not dare to act 
summarily; and if he did so act, it 
would be impossible for him to replace 
the plaintiff at short notice in this 
limited community, aud be was there. 
fore obliged to temporise. Juries, how- 
ever, are led by broad facts, and do 
not attach so much importance to 
intricate explanations; and it was this 
one fact which without doubt was fatal 
to the defendant. 

Both sides claimed the support of 
authorities, and read extracts as usual 
confirming their views of the case; but 
as in nine cases out of ten the lawyers 
of both sides assure their clients that 
they are certain to win, so in the same 
proportion of eases the proper number 
of authorities can be produced to con- 
firm both sides. But this case was a 
matter emineutly for the decision of a 
Jury, if the parties could not agree to 
arbitration. The question was plainly — 
Did the action of the plaintiff justify 
his dismissal? The Jury decided that 
it did not, and we think that tie 
general verdict of the community is 
that the Jury was right. That they

did not think the plai entirely in 
tho right, the Jury showed by largely 
reducing his claims, but they did think 
that he had beeu harshly treated. 

The case was so plain that we do not 
think it can be much guide to the 
general construction of commercial 
agreements. A harsh construction of 
such agreements against the employé 
has never been customary in Shanghai, 
and the chief lesson to be learnt 
from the present case is, how much 
time” and trouble would have been 
saved had the dispute heen referred 
to arbitration. There was no nice 
legal point in the matter requiring 
the technical knowledge and educatod 
skill of trained lawyers; the plaintiff, 
in fact, argued his own case. ‘l'ho only 
legal point was ns to whether the 
evidenco brought forward by the 
plaintiffas to the existence of » custom in 
his favour was sufficient to estal 
the existence of that custom: and this 
point the Chief Judge left to the Jury 
todecide, That emplogers and enployés 
here have little doubt as to the cou. 
struction of their agreements is shown 
hy the rare appearance of cases of 
dispute in our Courts. Where disputes 
ao occur, arbitration settles them, and 
tho present case we think thnt 
arbitration wonld have given the ne 
result, and much useless expenditure 
of time and trouble and ill-feeling 
would have been avoided. 























BRITISH RULE IN INDIA, 
J2 the British Government does not 
sneceed soon in ruling India so as 
to make her people prosperous and 
contented, it will not be for want of 
secking advice, nor from not having 
Almost 
every month during the last two or 
three years men have rushed into 
priut to advocate their own pet schemes 
for the amelioration of our Eastern 
Empire, Some have painted the con- 
dition of India in the gloomiest colours ; 
others differing from them have taken 





have carefully oxplained that it needed 
only the adoption of their particular 
romedies for everything to bo pat 
right. The latest contribution to the 
medley is a report on the condition of 
Tudia by Mr. James Caird, who 
was one of the Famine Commissioners 
appointed in 1878. He has made 
several bold proposals. At one sweep 
he would abolish the entire Civil Service 
and replace it by natives controlled by 
Europeans, who should be military 
men. ‘That is not likely to be adopted, 
in our time at least, nor does it seem 
to contain snch wisdom as will recom. 
mend it to the early attention of the 
next generation, But when he goes on 
to propose that instend of levying onr 
Innd revenue in money we should take 
it in kind, he advocates a plan which 
has frequently been bronght forward, 
| of Inte years, by writers in England. 
Its adoption would probably make the 
Iand-tax press less heavily on the pourer

cultivators, and it would free them 
from the necessity of borrowing money, 
to pay the tax, frém the native money- 
lenders, at usurious and rainons rates 
of interest. The custom prevails in 
some of the most prosperous native 
States, and is more in consonanes with 
the habits and feelings of the people 
than our system. Further relaxations 
of the stringency of our land-tax are 
advocated by Mr. Cnird and other 
writers, such as allowing remissions 
when the crops have failed in whole or 
in part, and permitting waste lands to 
bo used for grazing freo of rent, as is 
done in native States. No doubt some 
of the statements are exaggerated 
which have been put forward by Mr, 
Hyndman, aud even by Mr. Caird, of 
the exhausted condition of much of the 
land in India, but all the evidence we 
possess of the present condition of such 
districts as the Deccan, goes to show 
that a country never over-fortilo has 
fallen into a poverty-stricken condition 
uuder our rele, The task which is 
before Indian statesmen how to 
improve'the state of the people in these 
parts without impairing the lnnd-tax, 
which is the sheet-auchor of Indian 
finance. Whatever lessons the necessity 
to provide a certain sum of money at a 
fixed date, whether the times are good 
or bad, must. be a relief to poor people, 
‘and it seems to us that would be afforded 
by the Government receiving the land. 
tax in kind. It is not likely, however, 
that Mr. Cnird’s proposal on this 
subject will be considered by the Indian 
Government uutil they find themselves 
in a position to take up the whole 
question of the land tenure, ‘The Inte 
Viceroy and his advisers tell the Seore- 
tary of State that the payment of the 
land revenue in kind would be most 
undesirable and most unpopular : butas 
Lord Lytton has resigned, and two of 
tho other gentlemen who gave this as 
their opinion, have, for urgent public 
reasons, followed his example, it is 
possible that other men succeeding them 
may hold different views. 

‘The land-tax is the same on fertile 
as on poor Iand. Bengal, which ia the 
wealthiest portion of India, pays, it is 
only a fourth of what under a 
juster system would be due from it, 
and though the Cornwallis settlement 
of land tenure is “for ever,” it is 
manifest that it may become the duty 
of the Goverument to make it finite. 
The exemption of the Bengal land- 
owners from their fair share of taxation 
bas been denounced by many writers 
from J. S. Mill downwards. 

‘Another proposal of Mr. Cnird’s is 
to abolish the office of Viceroy and 
the Governments in the three Presi- 
dencies, and to make the six great 
provinces directly responsible to the 
Home Government. His object is to 
do away with the present costly and 
centralising system, and it has not 
been approved by Lord Lytton and hia 
counsel. ‘The suggestion has to some 
extent been made before, though we do 
not remember that it was ever carried 
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so far as the abolition of the Viceregal 
office. It may bo set aside as uot 
within the immediate political future, 
But his recommendation of further 
jadicious railway extension, and of sub- 
stitating the sinking of wells in place of 
expensive irrigation works are practical 
suggestions which it is to be hoped 
the Government will carry out. In 
answer to his strong represeutations in 
favour of the employment of natives 
in all departments of the Government 
and of the public works, the Indian 
Government, in their comments in his 
report, state that they “are doing 
much and preparing to do more to 
extend gradually the employment of 
natives in offices of higher trust and 
responsibility.” Both the Home and 
the Indian Governments are pledged 
to this, and if it is carefully carried 
out it will confer great benefits on the 
country, not only from its superior 
economy, but because it will bring the 
Government into oloser relations with 
the natives, and enable it to ascertain 
their thoughts and feelings more 
certainly than it can at present, It 
appears to be trae that English officials 
in India now know less of thenative mind 
than their predecessors in the days of 
the Company. ‘These Intter lived more 
among the people, and the greatest 
of them, such as Mount Stewart 
Biphinstone, Sir John Malcolm and Sir 
Honry Lawrence, wore familiar with the 
feelings, desires and wants of those 
around them ; from the grent chiefs to 
tho peasant in the ficlds. The present 
officials live apart from the natives; nor 
in the changes which have come on 
Anglo-Indian life is it likely they w' 
ever revert to the old ways. But it is 
& necessity to good government that 
those who rule should know the minds 
of those whom they rule; and to obtain 
this knowledgo tho natives should be 
called into counsel, and entrusted with 
administrative function 
This policy bas been advocated by, 
we believe, every writer on Indian 
affairs in recent years, and the offices 
which would be loft to be filled by 
Englishmen are very few, and would 
bo only those of control and supervision 
when the change had been largely 
carried out. 
that any writer has ever suggested to 
the Government to place a native in 
charge of the Finance Department, or 
in‘such an official position as would 
give him tho right to advise in, 
and to some extent to control, the 
preparation of the Budget. The mere 
proposal of such a thing would, of 
course, set the whole Service in a flame; 
but it has happened before that the 
Service has beon unable to furnish a 
Seoretary of Finance who would carry 
the confidence of Government aud the 
public, and the place bas been given to 
men sent out from England. None of 
these were able to accomplish much, 
nor is it probable that any strangers to

its people, could be successfal in setting 
straight the finances of the country.

Mr. Wilson died prematurely, Mr. 
Laing, though possessed of the 
best iden of his own merits and ever 
ready to bear bestimony to them and 
to his knowledge of Indian affairs, did 
nothing, and Mr. Massey, the last of 
the exotics, is only faintly remembered 
as having held the post for some time.

NEWOHWANG. 

The weather, which had boon tolerably 
pleasant till the moming of tho 26th inst 
then suddenly became very boisterous and 
cold. Ice began to form, and on the morning 
of the 26th, the thermometer having fallen 
to below 10 degrees Fabrt., the river was 
completely frozen over, H.M.S. Mosquito 
and several junks being made prisoners ; 
some of us hoped, for the whole winter. 
‘The following morning, however, the ice 
was carried away by the flood tide, and the 
commander of the gunboat, who was unable 
to yet on board the previous evening, 
again assumed command, which he had 











g|no sooner done than he made every effort 


to clear out. About 1.30 p.m. 

27th, we saw the last (for this 

be supposed) of the Mosquito, 

fondly hoped, been deputed 

to remain at this port for our protection. 
‘When the Mosquito arrived on the 3let 

Oct., it wascurrently reported that, should it 


on the 
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‘be found advisable to do so, sho would stay 
the whole winter, Letters were forwarded 
to the Admiral by H.M.’s Consul and the 
commander, strongly advising the necessity 
for some protection, and a contract was 
entered into for digging out a dock, 
which had been partly dug when the 
gunboat received orders to rejoin the 
squadron. Tho work at the dock was 
thereupon discontinued, but the community 
felt sure that the Admiral’s instructions 
would soon arrive in favour of the Mosquito 
wintering hero, and therefore a subscription 
was got up, so that when the necessary orders 
came, as every one thought they did, about 
the 21st of November, the dock might be 
‘Unfortunately the tides were at their 
lowest, and although two efforts were made 
on the part of tho gunboat to get into her 
winter quarters, it was very disappointing 
to notice that, as was stated by some who 
were watching tho mancrres, sho only 
Tooked at the dock from a very safe dis- 
tance. Onthe 24th, the Mosquito steamed 
to the other side of the river, and then 
came towards the proper place, but all 
at once she sheered off like a frightened 
child. Now, onmaking enquiries, itis found 
that the water in the dock was nino feet 
soven inches, but that the vessel was draw- 
ing rather Say there wasa difference 
of six inches, it strikes one as strango that 
this should have prevented her going in. 
Anyhow the attempt was not made, for 
Year—it really was thought by some of 
the spectators—that sho might got in. Had 
there been an earnest wish to dock, 
why not have lightened by taking out 
the coal, shot, and other heavy weights 
which suroly would havo raised the vessel 
at least a foot? ‘Tho grea: séoret, as 
wo learn, is that the Admiral gavo strict 
orders “not to take any risk.” If that be 
20, there cannot bo the slightest doubt that 
tho orders wero well obeyed, for the only 
risk incurred was when the Mosquito 
got caught by the ico and steamed full 
speed against it in order to escape from the

Douglas, with a mean draught of 14 feet, 
while on passage from Amoy to Foochow 
with 68 passengers on board, struck on an 
unknown pinnacle rock between Passage 
Island and North Yit Rocks, at the western 
entrance of Hastan Straits, thero being 
about 11 feet of water on the said rock at 























the time, 4 fathoms being marked on the 
chart. The Court is of opinion that no 
blame can attach to the master of the 
Douglas, his officers cr xrew, his vessel 
being only 300 feet out from the middle of 
the channel as marked on the charts. The 
Court therefore returns to Samuel Ashton 
and his officers their certificates and further 
has pleasure in expressing its approval of 
the promptitude shown in takiny the neces- 
sary measures for the saving of life and 
property. *.

In the 
Government Brigade, Central district, 
there are 27 Europeans, 98 Chinese, 15 
European volunteers and 120 Chinese 
volunteers. In the other four district 
Government Brigades, (Eastern District, 
Western District, Yau-ma-ti, Shau-ki-wan, 
and Aberdeen), there are 7 Europeans and 
9 Chinese with 112 Chinese volunteers. The 
Government Brigades, therefore, muster 
altogether 34 Europeans, 107 Chinese, with 
15 European volunteers and 232 Chinese 
volunteers. ‘The other engines aro the 
Hongkong Fire Insurance Co.’s engiue, 
Contral District, (volunteer) connected with 
which there are 1 engineer, and 5 Chinese, 
with 24 Enropean volunteers; the same 
Company's East Point engine (volunteer), 
connected with which are 1 engineer, and 
3 Chinese and 8 European volunteers. For 
the former about 50 or 60 coolies, and 
for the latter about 40 or 50 covlies 
are engaged if a fire breaks out. The 
Imperial Insurance Co.’s manual engine 
is under the charge of 4 volunteers, and 
about 30 or 40 men are employed if a fire 
breaks out. The On Tai Insurance Co.’s 
manual engine is put down as having a 
number of Chinese volunteers estimated at 
40; but the remark is made that no 
yolunteers for this engine can be called 
“regular” as a shop sends a man when 
required either for parades or fires. The 
same remark applies to the Nam Pak 
Hong, Pawn-brokers’ and Sik Mercers’

CANTON. 

A good deal of excitement prevails here 
in anticipation of an outbreak of war 
between Russia and China, H.MLS. Kestrel 
has been here some time, and we hear 
it is the intention of the Consul to have 
a gunboat stationed liere during tho 
winter. This seems to be a very, wise 
precaution considering the inflammability 
of the material amongst which we live 
and move, and the fact that an ordinary 
Chinaman has not the capacity to 
discriminate between a Russian and an 
Englishman, A walk through the city on 
Saturday showed a good deal of activity 
in tho collection of war materiel, such 
as it was. One or two temples are con- 
verted into depots, and the yards strewn 
with old rusty cannon, wheel’, axles, gun- 
carriages, stocks, and other apparati thereto 
belonging. It ‘was a heap of rubbish 
that, might have been the sweepings of 
half the arsenals of Europe after the battle 
of Blonheim. The inner buildings of the: 
temples were locked up as if the praying 
were suspended until more peaceful times. 
A peep through the gates discovered heaps 
of military stores, ‘s’ hats and 
clothes, old muskets, spears, Sebastopol 
runs, and brass caunon, somo of which are 
lecidedly like those ancient pieces of 
ordnance that Princo Charles left to 
Cromwell's men at Worcester, aud now 
exhibited in the shire Hall of that “faithful 
city.” ‘The city walls, too, have beon 
mended and old breaches plastered up, 
New frames have been made for most of 
the cannon, which are rolled up to the 
embrasures ‘under the covered parapets as 
{f they were really meant to be fred’ ‘The 
whole thing looks Indicrous in the extreme 
in these days of Armstrong and Krupy 

Tt doce not seom to have occurred 
to them to concentrate their work upon 
the heights at Kun Yam Shin, where 
some decent works might be thrown up, 
and a good defence made with a few good 
guns and 5,000 picked troops, well-drilled 
with’ breech-loaders, instead’ of a futile 
attempt by-and-by ‘perhaps to provision 
500,000 people and defend ten’ miles, of 
rotten walls with pop-guns, For some time 
past there has been a good deal of activity 
on the Parade Ground in the drilling of 
troops. We arrived too late on Satur- 
day to see their mancuvres and only 
in time to see them dismissed, when there 
was an opportunity to examine their 
weapons. ‘The majority were armed with 
flint match-locks of a most ancient type, 
and about ten feet long. Bach gun is 
carried and worked by two men. In ficing, 
the barrel is supported on the shoulder of 
one man, who stands in imminent danger 
of getting his head blown to pieces at every 
discharge when fired by the man in the rear, 
who holds the stock. - ‘The remainder were 
armed with bows and arrows. The bows 
are of pretty stout texture whi but 
the strongest man can bi ng. 
Each man also carried a quiver containin, 
some 20 arrows, the heais of which looke 
like'a rusty nail tied to the end of a feather- 
tipped stick. On our return we found one 
archer at practice. He" way a powerful 
fellow, aud, judging from his silken robes, 
was probably a military officer. A canvas 
target about three feet wide was placed 
obliquely about 50 yards off. Some time 
was speut in getting his huge fat body into 
position for taking aim ; the final attitude 
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being an erect head, a concave back and a 
‘very protuberant termination of the trunk 
‘of the body—not very elegant, to say the 
least, Whether this extraordinary posture 
of the body was indispensable to making 
‘@ successful shot or not we cannot say. 
‘The same preliminary antics attended each 
shot, the result being that two out of four 
arrows went through the centre of the 
target (only six inches wide) with such 
force as to plough up the ground beyond. 
. Here was something entirely in their line. 
Ridiculous as such artillery appears to a 
foreigner, it would appear to be more 
effective ‘in their hands than the guns 
mentioned above, which are fired often at 
random, and are capable of wounding the 
shooter far more than the enemy to be 
shot, A grand review is to take place on 
Puesday in the presence of the Viceroy, 
when they will uo doubt make their best 
show, and let us see what the Russians 
may expect in Canton, if they ever come 
this way. 

‘On Saturday evening a fire broke out on 
tho east side of Canton near the houses 
ofthe Wesleyan Mission. A N.E, wind was 
blowing at the time, aud there was every 
appearance of the fire spreading over a 
ike area, ‘The missionary prenmiscs were 
considered in danger for a time, and our 
friends began to put their goods together 
in oxpectation of being burnt out.” For- 
tunately the scene of the fire was close to 
the river, and as it occurred at high tide 
there was no difficulty in getting water. 
It is said Uuut at least 40 engines wore near 
tho spot in less than half-an-hour after the 
alarm was sounded. In an hour the fi 
was well under control, but not till

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GazerTes. 


November 15th.—(1) Postscript memorial 
from Ting Pao-chén. “The memorialist has 
received reports at different times from the 
Magistrate of ‘Tzii-yang and the acting 

trate of Oh’ing-hsi, to the effect that 
there was a heavy fall of rain accompanied 
by wind and hail upon the 29th of July 
last in the eastern portion of the former 
district which covered a line of country 
several li in length by upwards of ali in 
breadth, causing some thirty and more 
mud hate to fall down, whereby one 
child was killed, six peoplo crushed, some 
three hundred mow of crops being also 
destroyed. In Ch'ing-hsi Hsien heav; 
rain fell on the 13th of July and follow- 
ing days, which caused a descent of water 
from the mountains that washed away 
fifteen houses in different places, and 
drowned twenty-six people, the crops in 
the vicinity being further destroyed by hail- 
stones. Tho Magistrates of tricts 
in question personally visited the scene of 
the disasters, distributed money to the 
people, and caused the bodies of those that 
were drowned or killed to be recovered and 
given burial to. A list of the sufferers 
was also drawn up by them and forwarded 
to the memorialist with a prayer that 
he would do something for them. The 
memorialist, in view of the distress that 
had been caused by these disasters, has 
instructed the officers of the provincial 
Government to issue relief to the sufferers 
enumerated in the lists above referred to, 
and has sent a weiywan to the districts in 
question to survey the extent of the 
damage and report thereon. 

(2) The Governor of Anhui reports the 
trial of the following case of the suicide of 
a widow in consequence of pressure being 
brought to bear upon her to force her to 
marry a secoud time against her will. Wang 
Hoiao, anative of T’ung-Ch’éng Hsien, who 
lived in thoLu-kiang district, took service 
in the year 1870 in the house of one Wu 
‘Tao-tauin, whete he was engaged by the 
month. ‘Lu Wu shih, the woman who 
committed suicide, was the younger sister 
of Wu Tao-tsun, and was the wife of an 
expectant Prefect in Kuangtung. Wu 
‘Tao-tsun was a man of weak intellect, and 
his wife, Liu shih, was the ruling power in 
his house, she, in her turn, entrusting the 
management of all domestic matters to 
Wang Hsiao. In 1874, Lu Wu shil’s 
husband died, and she returned to the 
home of her’ mother and brother. Tho 
wife of the latter, Liu shih, detested her, 
and the widow having noticed that the 
conduct of Wang Hsiao was far from

seomly, told her sister-in-law sc, recom- 
mending her to dismiss him, which made 
Wang Hsiao her enemy also, and he was 
perpetually recommending Wu's wife to 
force her sister-in-law to marry again that 
they might be rid of her. Wu's wife 
accepted his suggestion and continually 
made her sister-in-law's life a burden to 
her by reason of the cruelties and 
indignities she heaped upon her. So 
much so, indeed, that the widow was 
repeatedly tempted to commit suicide, 
but was deterred from doing so, first by 
the thought that her. mother would be 
left alone if she died, and next that her 
late husband had left’ concubine and a 
son who had heen lost, and she considered 
ither duty to find them ayain. She bore her 
troubles therefore patiently. Meanwhile, 
in 1878, Wang Hsiao, having learnt that 
a tailor that used to be employed in his 
mistress’ house was in want of a wife, 
put up his mistress to yetting out of the

betrothal. Wu's wife succeeded in getting 

the widow to write these characters, an 

handed the paper over to the tailor, but 
when the widow heard of it she began to 
ery and abused her sister-in-law, positively 
refusing to marry the tailor, and when the 
latter came to fetch her, she seized a knife 
and attempted to cut her own throat. She 
was prevented from doing so by a kinsman, 
who saw her in the act of attempting her 
own life, aud the tailor beat a speedy 
retreat. “The widew then complained to 
her mother, but her sister-in-law declared 
that she had herself expressed a wish to 
marry again, which elicited a rebuke from 
the mother to the widow, and the latter, 
vexed beyond endurance, hanged herself. 
Sho was rescued, however, aud Wang Hsino, 
fearing that the widow ‘would not let the 
matter drop, concorted a plan by which, 
under a pretext of giving her back her list 
6 widow was to be 
inveigled into a certain room into which the 
tailor was to be introduced, and the woman 
thus compromised and so forced to marry 
him. The plan failed, however, as the 
widow when she saw Wang Hsiao, was as 
obdurateasever. Wang Hsiao then gayged 
her with a piece of cotton cloth, aud, aided 
by the tailor, proceeded to drag her off to 
the latter's home. The widow rolled on 
the ground and refused to budge, and 
as some people came up at the time, 
Wang Hsiao and the tailor gave up tho 
attempt and It her go. ‘The widow 
then went to her room and again hanged 
herself, but her mother cut her down, and 
shortly after left her son's home with the 
widow and went to live on a farm that 
belonged to her, keeping a careful watch 
on her daughter the whole time to prevent 
her putting an end to herself. In due 
course the mother died, and the son of 
her husband's concubine having been 
found, the widow laid a charge of oppres- 
sion against her sister-in-law and the man 
Wang Hsiao at the yamén of the 
Governor-General and Governor. Orders 
were then sent to the Prefect to try the 
case, and he issued a warrant for the arrest 
of the tailor, but the tailor ran away and 
committed suicide; the sister-in-law also 
poisoned herself. ‘he widow, feeling that 
her wrongs had been redressed by the death 
of these two people, then went to her 
mother’s grave and poisoned herself in 
front of it. Wang Hsiao, the only survivor, 
was subsequently arrested, and having been 
duly tried, has been sentenced to prompt 
decapitation, subject to the approval of bis 
Majesty.—Rescript: Let the Board of 
Punishments speedily consider this case 
‘and report. 
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“SHE STOOPS TO CONQUER. 

The sixty-ninth performance by the 
Amateur Dramatic Club of Shanghai took 
place at the Lyceum on Wednesday, 22nd 
inst. ‘The members of the Corps have long 
contemplated the production of the comedy 
named above, but have hitherto been 
deterred by the overwhelming difficulties 
attending the representation of one of the 
master-pieces of the English stage. Fears 
had been entertained that these would 
prove insurmountable, but the undoubted 
success achieved on Wednesday uot only 
effectually demonstrated that the A.D.C. 
were underrating their powers, but afforded 
grounds for the hope that this last triumph 
willincite the members to further ambitious 
efforts of a similar nature. As we presume 
that the plot of the piece is well-known to all 
our readers, we shall not occupy space with 
a recital of it, 

Mrs. Fairofer made a most piquante 
Miss Hardcastle, and sustained the réle 
with a vivacity that knew no flaggin; 
The alternation from the sentimental c 
versation with the abashed Marlow to the 
off-hand mauner while simulating the bar- 
maid was a fine study, and the pretended 
emotion which brings Slarlow on his knees 
in the third act put a fitting climax toa 
succession of triumphs. The banter of her 
lover after the discovery of the imposition 

+ could not have been better done. 

Mrs. Troy's Miss Neville was a very 
romising piece of acting, and this lady 
as shown a talent for the boards which 
wo lupe to have many more opportiinitios 
of discussing. ‘The part is a dificult one, 
more especially for an amateur, but the 
moral platitudes with which the dialogue 
abounds were delivered with an aplomb 
deserving of every praise. 

Miss Dora Monday, the paragon of old 
women, surpassed herself as Mrs, Hard- 
castle, and made a perfect picture of the 
vain, tine, old country lady plagued wich 
a dear, sweet, pretty, provoking, undutiful 
boy. ‘Her bye-play was exceedingly good, 
in the letter scene particularly, and we 
have never seen this veteran actress to 
better advantage than throughout the 
evening. 

Charles Marlow, the hero of the piece, 
was most carefully acted by Mr. Long. In 
his first interview with Miss Hardcastle he 
was certainly very good, but in the second 
act a more sprightly eye and mien would 
have done better justice to the part, as the 
“ Agreeable Rattle” was rathor heavy. It 
would be well, too, if Adr. Long would not 
take the stage in two strides; it is hardly 
compatible either with comfort or olegauce. 

Mr, Roy made a fair Hastings. Hardly 
efiusive enough, perhaps, for the fair 
Constance, especially on the eve of leaving 
her in the clutches of Aunt Pedigree, 
when it seemed a matter of comparative 
indifference to him whether she went or 
stayed. Fie, Mr. Hastings! andafter ‘Perish 
the baubles | Your person is all I desire !” 

Hardcastle pive was woll filled by Mr. 
Belmore, who played steadily throughout 
and was particularly good in the cup scene 
where the two young men finish the bowl 
between them and ignore his presence ; 
the play here was porfect comedy. 
There might have been a little more 
dignity, all through the part, with advan- 
tage, and a somewhat less fidgety deport- 
ment would, we think, have rendered the 
interpretation more perfect. The old- 
fashioned English gentleman seemed some- 
times almost to forget, in his annoyance at 
the conduct of his guests, that he really 
was their host, in spite of their apparent 
vagaries. 

‘The part of Tony Lumpkin, the incarna- 
tion of tricks and misclief, was taken by 
Mr. C. Ayre, and we were pleased to see 
this gentleman in a character which seomed 

































to suit him better than those he has pre- 


viously essayed. Mr. 0. Ayre made arather 
gentlemanly Tony, and was scarcely the 
boor that Goldamith drow, but it is difficult 
to draw the line, and it was far wiser to 
stop rather short than to overdo it. Mr. 
G. Ayre’s part is really a most difficalt one 
to represent, and the Corps is to be con- 
gratulated upon having secured the services 
of an actor who can represent so worthily 
this inimitable creation. 

‘Many of those who undertook small 
parts acquitted themselves extremely well, 
and showed that they had bestowed care 
on the little they had to do. All this added 
4 great deal to the success of the representa- 
tion, as nothing so spoils the general eftect 
upon the audience of the acting of any 


. | play, than to have their attention distracted, 


or their interest in what is going on before 
them checked, by carelessness on the part 
of those who think their parts unworthy of 
attention and care. Amateurs cannot be 
too forcibly reminded that every part should 
be dono with all the ability that can be 
brought to bear on it. It is as necessary 
to the perfect representation of a play that 
the minor parts should be well done, as it 
ia that tho small parts of an engine should 
be in as good condition as the large ones. 

We have especially to commend the 
Sir Charles Marlow and Stingo of Messrs. 
Wynn and Grove, which gave token of a 
Jong acquaintance with the boards, and a 
promise of better things in tho hereafter. 
In tho ale-house scene, Mr. Valiant, as Mat 
Muggins, and Mr. Bakewell, as Jack Slang, 
especially distinguished themselves, and 
added not a little to its good effect.’ But 
in some cases, the proper character of the 
low class follows with whom the youthful 
squire was discovered sponding a convivial 
evening was not maintained, and their 
mode of speaking was more suggestive of 
the drawing-room thau the pot-house. 
‘The servants, from Diggory downwards, 
were excellent, and none of the fun of the 
scene where they are instructed in their 
duties was lost. It is satisfactory to be 
able to predict that among some of those 
who did small parts on Wednesday, the 
Corps has obtained an accession to their 
rauks of useful and able actors which has 
been badly needed. Miss Tessex looked 
very nico as the servant maid, but a little 
more attention to a correct and lively 
rendering of the part would have been 
advantageous. 

“She Stoops to Conquer” is a very 
long play, and though most commend- 
able promptitude was shown in shifting 
the scenes and long and wearisome intervals 
between the acts wisely avoided, it was 
just midnight when the curtain fell, 

ut it is safe to say that not one among the 
audience felt the least weary of the piece. 
From first to last all went as smoothly as 
if the comedy was being played for the 
fiftieth instead of the first time; the 
prompter’s voice was unheard, and so well 
had every one—principal actors and supers 
—boen drilled in their situations, entrances 
and exits, that it was a real enjoyment to 
witness the piece, ‘Tho audience were not 
very demonstrative, it is true, but there is 
no doubt that they thoroughly appreciated 
and enjoyed every line of this capital 
comedy. To add to the success of the 
acting, the piece was splendidly mounted, 
and the old-fashioned parlour in Mr. 
Hardcastle’s house was so pretty and 
appropriate, that Mr. Thalasses, the artist 
to whom it was due, was called to the 
front by the pleased audience to receive 
their well-deserved applause. All the other 
scenés were extremely good also; the dresses 
were as near perfection as is possible in 
this far-off place, and the representation 
generally reflects’ the highest credit on the 
stage manager and those who assist him in 
his arduons duties. 

Through the kindness of Captain Olleros, 
the band of the Dofia Maria de Molino was 
in attendance and played before the curtain 
rose and between the first and second acts, 
but owing to the ability with which matters 


























were arranged on the stage, the interval 
between the second and third acts was too 
short to admit of the band playing for the 
third time, as was originally intended, 

‘We can most sincerely congratulate the 
A.D.C. on a thorough success, and in the 
record of their labours the sixty-ninth 
performance should stand pre-eminent. 
‘All we can add now is the wish that the 
‘A.D.C. will lose no time in giving us 
another piece of equal merit; that they 
have talent among them to do justice to, 
whatever good play they selectis undoubted,

DESTRUCTION OF THE STEAMER 
“BOMBAY” BY FIRE. 

Seldom does it happen that we are called 
upon to record tho details of a calamity 
s0 serious as the utter destruction of 
a large steamer by fire, but such an 
event ocourred at Woosung on Friday night 
last, and, naturally enough, it has in the 
meantime been tho subject of conversation 
whenever two or three have been gathered 
together. As but an imperfect idea of 
the catastrophe prevails, we will endeavour 
as briefly and succinctly as possible, to put 
before our readers the main circumstances 
of the occurrence as gathered by us from 
tho officers of the ill-fated vessel, and from 
other enquiries made at Woosung, 

The steamer Bombay, well-lmown on 
the coast of China, in Japan, India and 
Australia, and in fact wherever the Penin- 
sular and Oriental Company run their 
vessels, left Shanghai, bound for Swatow 
with a cargo principally consisting of rice, 
tallow and cotton, on Thursday afternoon, 
After crossing the Heavon-sent Barrier” 
‘at Woosung, she anchored opposite 
the Harbour-Master’s house for the 
purpose of taking in botmeen threo and 
four thousand bags of rice to complete 
her cargo. When sho loft Shanghai, she 
had four if not five tiers of cotton bales on 
her deck, but after taking in the rice just 
mentioned, betieon two and throe hundred 

1s were stowed in the 'tweon 

‘This work of completing the loading 
at Woosung was not finished till it was too 
late for the vessel to go out to sea on 
Friday night's tide, but everything was in 
readiness for her to leave on Saturday 
morning. Of those on board, only six were 
foreigners—tho captain, first and second 
mates, and threo engineers, the sailors 
and firemen being Chinese, All told, 
the crew numbered about fifty persons, 
and in addition to these there were 
between twenty and thirty native pas- 
sengers on board, fourteen of whom 
were children. Being ready for sea, tho 
Bombay was the farthermost vessel from 
Shangliai of the ships lying at Woosung ; 
she ‘was just ahead’ of the P. and 0; 
steamer Mirzapore, and in close proxi- 
mity were the Great Northern Tele 
graph Company's steamer. C. Ocrsted, 
we or six Chinese men-of-war, and the 

China Merchants’ Company's’ steamer 
Pautah, the latter, while inward bound, 
having ‘grounded on the Bar. Such was the 
irs before the catastrophe 


























‘The Captain, officers, and crew of the 
Bombay retired for the night shortly 
after nine o'clock, leaving the usual watch 
on deck. At five minutes to eleven o'clock 
flames suddenly burst out from among tho 
cotton on the poop, near to the saloon 
funnel. ‘The watchman at once gave the 
alarm, and the Captain, the first officer, and. 
the chief engineer, not taking time tn dress 
themselves, were on deck in a few seconds, 
The Captain, in the hurry and excite- 
ment of the moment, ran against the 
stays of the engine-room funnel, and so 
violent was the concussion that he fell on 
the deck in a semi-conscious state. His 





nose and face were lacerated and dis- 
coloured, as those who have seen him since 
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tho occurrence can amply testify. 
firat officer and chief engineer rushed to 
‘the seat of the fire, and found that only 
three or four bales had then ignited. 
‘These they tried to throw overboard, 
assisted by others on board; but unfor- 
tunately one of the bales burst and set 
fire to several others. In less than three 
minutes from the discovery of the fire we 
aro assured that the steamer’s fire hose had 
beon brought into requisition, and very 
juickly, indeed, assistance arrived from the 
Stivzapore, Paulah and I. 0. Oersted. Water 
was thrown on the flames from the hose and 
buckets, and renewed efforts were made to 
throw the burning cotton overboard, but 
the flames were too fierce to be mastered ; 
there was a moderate breeze blowing, and 
the wind wafted them from one bale to 
another much too quickly for their progress 
to be arrested, and they spread rapidly. 
Indeed, in less’ than a quarter of an hour 
it was ‘evident that little further could be 
done to save the vessel from destruction ; 
still, however, everybody worked with a 
will, and everything was done that could 
bo devised to avert the impending doom of 
the vessel. While some devoted themselves 
to subduing tho flames, others took steps 
to save the passengers. | Theso wore taken 
from the vessel in boats from the Mirzapore, 
Pautah and H. 0. Oersted, and afew of them 
were taken on the former vessel, while 
the others were transferred to boats from 
the Chinese men-of-war, and then landed 
shore. By twenty minutes past 
o'clock, the flames had well-nigh 
possession of the vessel, and those still 
‘on board commenced to leave her as 
host they could in the boats that were 
at hand. Tt is estimated that there were 
forty or fifty of these in close proximity 
to tho burning vessel, and the greater 
number of them were from the Chinese 
mon-of-war. Speaking of these in particu- 
lar their crows seomed most desirous 





























to render every possible assistance at 
a distance; but they were afraid to go 
near the burning vessel, waiting at a 





respectable distance for the boats from the 
Mirzapore and H. C. Oersted to rescue the 

eruons on board and transfer them to their 

oats. As it was, however, there was no 
serious loss of life, which has been the worst 
phaso of many of tho calamities of this 
nature which hiave occurred in the past. It 
was half-past eleven o'clock when the last 
boat's crews left the steamer, and in less 
than five minutes afterwards the vessel 
self was a huge volume of flame from 
em to stern. ‘The appalling grandeur of 
the sight will long linger in the minds 
‘of those who saw it. Not only were the 
fiamoa belching forth from the lowor deck, 
but they had asconded to the yards, gaskets, 
and sails, which were all aflame, while 
blazing tallow and bales of cotton floated 
down the river making for a short time 
continuous stream of fire; and the brilli- 
ance of the whole conflagration was 
heightened by the darkness of the night. 
‘The mainmast fell overboard at a quarter 
to twelve o'clock, followed by the fore- 
mast a fow minutes after midnight ; and 
the flames continued their work of destruc- 
tion uninterrupted. 

Fears were at once entertained that the 
steamer might break from her moorings in 
‘consequence of the chains becoming heated, 
and if she did so, the Mirzapore and the 
other vessels anchored near her were in 
imminent danger. To avert the possibility 
of this, it was decided to take ateps to sink 
her, and at the request of Mr. Olsen, the 
‘Harbour-Master at Woosung, the com- 
mander of the, Chinese frigate sent a boat’s 
crew with one in with instructions to 
fire into her until she went down. Four 
shots were fired at a distance of about fifty 

wrds, but none of them, we are credibly 
Informed, struck the Bombay; three of them 
went clean over her, and the fourth struck 
the side of the boat from which it was fired. 
‘The efforts of this naval brigade proving 
ineffectual to sink the steamer, there was no 





























‘The | alternative but for her to remain and burn 


where she was, which she did until three 
o'clock on Saturday—Christmas Day— 
afternoon, Nothing then remained of her 
but her iron hull, which was towed by 
one of the tug-boats about a mile up the 
river and beached on the Woosung shore. 
The rice in the hold was still burning and 
is likely to do so for several days. We 
understand that the hull will bo brought 
up to Shanghai as soon as practicable, and 
that it will be disposed of by public aucti 

‘The chief mate took steps to ascertain 
whether the crew and passengers had 
been saved. Ho succeeded in finding all 
of thom except tie No. 3 fireman, who had 
not been found up toa late hour yesterday. 
‘Whether he has been drowned or burnt to 
death still remains a mystery ; and it may 
be that he has been saved, and did not 
it necessary to report himself to his 
officers. In this connection we regret to 
mention that two of the quarter-masters 
belonging to the Mirzapore were somewhat 
seriously injured while trying to subdue 
the flames shortly after they were first dis- 
covered; one of them fell from the poo) 
and injured his back, while the other ha 
his hands and face burnt. Yesterday they 
were both progressing favourably. 

The Bombay was a vessel of 740 tons 
register, and 220 feet long. She was one 
of the old class of P. and O. steamers, 
having been built for that’ Com 

ht years ago by Messrs. 
and Macgregor, of Glasgow. Apart from 
this, her final disaster, her uaine will remain 
memorable from its’ intimate association 
with one of the most lamentable shipping 
calamities that has ever occurred in the 
Far East, We allude to the occasion when 
‘she collided with and sank the American 
corvette Oneida at Yokohama, early 
the year 1870, when about 130 persous 
were drowned.” She remained the property 
of the P. and 0. Company until 1878, when 
she was purchased by Kwok Achvony of, 
Hongkong, who had been for thirty years 
compradore to the P. and O. Compaity at 
that port, and whose son occupied the 
same position in the service uf the Com- 
pany at Shanghai. When she passed into 
the hands of her now owners, she was 
converted, as it were, into a new vessel, 
being completely overhauled aud repaired, 
and fitted with now engines and boilers 
at a total expenditure of something like 
$120,000, which increased her cost to 
Kwok Acheong to about $160,000. Against 
this, we understaud that ‘the Ou ‘Tai 
Insurance Company have a line on her of 
$40,000, and a company in England a line 
0f $60,000, while the balance of the loss 
will fall, we hear, on the insurance com- 
pany also managed by Kwok Acheong. 

‘The loss on the cargo is roughly estimated 
at between fifty and sixty thousand 
dollars, and the following Sgures have boen 
given to us as approximately representing 
the extent to which it was insured in local 
offices :—Mariue Insurance Company, ‘ls. 
26,000; Yangtsze Insurance Association, 
‘Tis. 7,000; China ‘Traders’ Insurance Com: 

any, Limited, Tis. 4,000; North-China 
insurance Company, ‘tls. 4,700; Canton 
Insurance Office, Tis. 2,700 ; Union Insur- 
ance Society of Canton, ‘Tis. 3,200; and 
the On Tai Insurance Company, ‘ls. 800. 

Notwithstanding the presence of five or 
six Chinese men-of-war aud innumerable 
war-junks, looting was carried on to a 
large extent by the Chinese on the shore. 
‘Pwo of the boats from the Bombay drifted 
ashore, and one of these, we are informed, 
was carried bodily ashore and broken up 
for firewood, while everything moveable 
was stolen from the other. Worse acts, 
however, of deliberate robbery have been 
reported to us ; one case in particular being 
sad in the extreme. An elderly Canton: 
who had spent seventeen years of his life in 
Shanghai, was a passenger by the Bombay. 
He was ‘returning to his native place, 
where he intended to live on the interest of 
$700, which was the amount of his savings, 



























































‘He was put on shore by one of the boats 
from the Chinese men-of-war. By some 
means or other it became known that he had. 
the $700, and he was at once surrounded, 
maltreated, and every cent he had was 
stolen from him. Unless the Chinese officials 
countenance, acqueisce in, and receive 
part of the proceeds of such barefaced 
robberies, we should think it would not be 
Gifficult for them to prosecute some of the 
offenders in this instance, and we hope 
that they will be at least asked by the 
foreien Consuls to take some steps in this 
direction, 

So promptly did the foreigners of tho 
Bombay obey the call to duty, and so 
indefatigable did they work in uiter forget- 
fulness of their own personal interests, 
that they, without exception, have lost 
all their ‘clothing and personal effects, 
‘They were, however, well eared for by tho 
Captains and officers of the Mirzapore and 
H.C. Oersted, who supplied them with 
clothing and other requisites until they 
could come up to Shanghai. ‘To these 
friends in need the recipients of theic 
kindness have asked us to publicly express 
their thanks, and we do so with the grentest 
of pleasure. 

We hear that at the request of the 
Captain, an official inquiry will be held into 
the circtumstances of the disaster. 




















curistsas IN THE CHURCHES, 
pursuance of the time-honoured 

which may be said to be almoat 
universal throughout the civilised world, 
the varions places of worship in the Settle: 
ments were more or less prettily decorated 
by their congregations for the colebeation 
of the festival of Christma 

The deowrationa of Holy Trinity Cathedral 
were, as usual, characterised by tasteful 
elegance as well as by striking effect. Could 
it be otherwise, when the work was done 
almost solely by ladies? Suspended on 
high in the chancel were four large 
white silk banners bearing sacred mono- 
grams embroidered in red and yellow, 
while below them were six smaller ones, 
two bearing theletters I. H. 8. in monogram, 
and the others simple crosses in scarlet on 
white satin. ‘The altar was covered with 
a whito satin altar-cloth, on the front of 
which shoneseven resplendent stars ; a cross 
was in the centre below, while elaborate 
desizns were displayed ‘on either side, 
‘These were ail of the colour of gold. ‘The 
communion rail was adorned with ever- 
greens, the balusters being entwined with 
ferns and moss, with a festoon suspended 
from one to another. At the foot of the 
rail were handsome bouquets of roses and 
geraniums reposing in a bed of moss. ‘The 
stalls occupied by the choir presented the 
appearance of having drifts of snow before 
them, the white being subdued by sprays 
of evergreens. A “fall” adorned tho 
reading-desk, bearing the words ‘There 
shall arise a Star ont of Jacob; the 
letters embroidered in yellow silk with 
red_ edges, on a white satin ground 
having a red indented border. On the 
sides to the entrance of the chancel 
could be read, “The Dayspring from on 
high hath visited us,” iu frosted cedar 
on white, each letter having a narrow red 
edge. ‘The eagle of the lectern rose above 
a mass of palm-leaves and holly most taste- 
fully arranged. On the east walls of the 
transepts were four large cirenlar medallions 
and two of diamond shape, sacred emblems 
boing displayed in green on a white ground, 
the ede of each being of the same colour 
as the symbol it contained. Lines of 
cedar, laurel and holly ran round the 
stone coping of this part of the build- 
ing, and the pillars were decorated in a 
similar way. ‘The pulpit looked very 
beautiful ; round the base were the words, 
chold, I bring you glad tidings,” executed 
in silver bordered with scarlet, the panels 
having crosses and emblems of similar 
workmanship displayed on a white

ound, Bunches of geraniums and other 
flowers’ nicely relieved the orvamental 
work in evergreens, while a particu- 
larly handsome bouquet of roses and 
other flowers rested immediately below the 
Bible. On the sides of the main entrauce 
to the building were the two mottoes, 
“Unto us a Child is born,” and “ Unto us 
a Son is given.” On Christmas Day, the 
Rev. James Bates of Ningpo preached from 
Mati. ii, 1-2. ‘The Rev. gentleman also 
preached both morning and evening on 
Sunday; his texts being respectively, 

» Galatians, iv. 4-5, and Matt. v. 13-16. The 
congregations were very large on all 
three occasions, particularly on Sunday 
evening, when ‘the choir sang the three 
beautiful carols, On the Birthday of the 
Lord,” Good’ Christian men rejoice,” 
and “The Mangor Throve.” ‘The highest 
expectations formed as to the singing of 
the choir on both days were more than 
amply realised. 

‘The Church of Our Saviour, Hongkew, 
was decorated in a very similar way 
to that adopted last year. Festoons were 
suspended round the large arch between the 
pulpit and the organ, both of which bore 
crosses of evergreens, the latter having in 
addition a monogram’ of the uame of our 
Holy Redeemer in blue and gold. Tho 
font was encircled with codar, and sur- 
mounted by a cross and a crown in holly 
and mistletoe, On each of the gas-brackets, 
against the wall, were green stars. Behind 
the communion table was a white tablet 

rounded by green, on which wero 

emblazoned in gold a cross beneath o 

crown, the monogram of LLELS, in red and 
black, and the Greek characters Alpha and 

Omoga. Four of the windows bore Chinese 

scrolls on which were texts of the samo 
import as those that adorned the walls 
of the building, these being, “Glory to 

God in the Highest, and on earth peaco 

and good-will towards men,” and “And 
the government shall be upon His 
shoulder, and His name shall be called 

Wonderful, Counsellor, the Mighty God, 

tho Everlasting Father, the Prince of Peace, 

Alleluia, Allelaia, Alleluia, Amen.” ‘The 

words over the chancel, executed in white 
wool with green edging, were, “ Unto us 

a Child 














born, unto us a Son is given.” 
On Ohuistmas Day, the Rev. R. Nelson, 
D.D., preached from Luke ii. 11, toa larye 





and attentive congregation. ‘Te anthem, 
“Behold, I bring you glad tidings,” was 
sung by ‘the choir before the service, and 
the Te Deum selected was Jackson's Grand 
Chant.—On the following morning, Dr. 
Nolson preached from II. Corinthians, 14-15. 
Boforo the sermon he announced that after 
Sunday next (2nd January, 1881,) his eon- 
nection with the congregation would cease, 
and that he was unable to say at the 
moment what arrangements would be made 
by the Bishop for future services at the 
Church, but they would doubtless be made 
known in due course. ‘The congregations 
were large both on Saturday and Sunday. 
It is very generally understood that a 
much greater interest has been evinced by 
the congregation meeting at the Union 
Chapel in Shantung Road in the aiuirs 
of the church since the Rev. Wm. Muir- 
head took charge. ‘This was most 
pleasingly and fittingly manifested on 
Sunday, Last Christmas the Chapel pre- 
ted its usual appearance, but this year 
the tasteful decorations must have elicited 
the admiration of all who saw them. 
Along the left side of the building ran a 
motto worked in white wool on a scarlet 
ground ; “ Behold I bring you glad tidings 
of great joy ;” this sentence being continued, 
on the ‘opposite wall, “For unto you is 
born this day a Saviour.” In the centre 
blank window behind the pulpit was a 
snow-white shield fringed with green, con- 
taining the words “Glory to God in the 
Highest” in scarlet, while three small 
Maltore crosses added considerably to 
the artistic effect. Facing the preacher, 
on the wall above the seats occupied 

















by the choir, was a similar. scutcheon 
with that terse but comprehensive text 
“God is Love.” Festoons of holly, laurel 
and cedar were suspended along this 
wall, and the gaseliers and pulpit were 
similarly adorned, while lines of ever- 
greens decorated the edges of the windows 
and doorways. On Sunday morning the 
Rev. Wm. Muirhead preached before an 
unusually large congregation (even for this 
Chapel) from Luke it. 10-11; especially 
directing the attenticn of his hearers to 
(1) The angelic anuouxeement, and (2.) 
the angelic song. In the evening, Dr. 
‘Williamson of Chefoo preached irom’ Hab. 
ii 14. The anthems sung by the choir 
before the services were, in the morping, 
“Glory to God!” and’ in the evening, 
“ Arise, Shin 

‘The ‘midnight Mass at St. Joseph's 
Church in the French Concession was, 
as usual, attended by a very large num- 
ber of foreigners, while the body of the 
building was literally crowded with Chi- 
nese. ‘The service was of a very imposing 
description. ‘I'he decorations were magnifi- 
cont as well as elaborate, and the effect, 
which was increased by innumerable 
lights, was very striking. ‘The mus 
of course very fine, as it always is and 
has been, the pleasure of listening to it 
being alone ample compensation for a visit 
to the Cathedral on a cold night like that 
of Christmas Eve, io say nothing of the 
impressive character of the ceremonial.— 
The usual Christu.rs services at the Church 
of the Sacred Heart of Jesus at Hougkew 
and at Tung-ka-do0, were also attended 
by large numbers of devout, and doubtless 
sincere, native worshippers.
